He in this connection referred tu the 
growing international moral sense revealed in the proceedings of the 
Assembly of the League of Nations, the existence of a powerfal 
friend of peace in the United States, and finally thet the League of 
Nations in whose name thoy assembled, namely the British Com- 
monwealth, was far greater. as Gea. Smrute had once truly said, than 
any Empire which ever oxisted. “A dynamic system, growing and 
evolving all the time towards new destinies.” : . 

The Empire was the natural and spontansous product not only 
of its own necessities, but those of mankind. "“ Beforeime, [vee men 
who together can speak fora world commonwealth c@ftaining. one 
quarter of mankind, like a network uf steel embed in concrete. 
This commonwealth holds more than itself together. “Missolve these 
ties, and civilisation itself would collapse, We stand here on an 
equal footing. No Government present can bind the rest. We can 
act with effect so far as.we agree, and no further; but we shall 
achiave agreement snd so strengthen the bonds uniting us only, so 
far as each and all is seeking how tv relieve not only our own 
difficulties and troubles but also-those of a. distracted world. The 
British Empire cannot live for itself alone. Its strength.as a com- 
monwealth of nations will grow so far as they unite to bear the bur- 
dens of those weaker and less fortunate than themzelvas.” vu

Then will come steamers, cranes, 
ergines, belching forth smoke to 
blow aeross our homes. For our 
benefit there will be smells and 
noises from docks and godowns.
